W ashington, April 15. — A move 
to oust Lincoln C. Andrews, prohibi­ 
tion czar, and Federal District At­ 
torney Emory Buckner, New York, 
for professing their opinions 
that 
legalized beer would aid prohibition 
enforcement, is being seriously talk­ 
ed today by drys on Capitol 
Hill. 
Drys contend that Andrews sensa­ 
tional advocacy of legalizing bever­ 
ages that are “ non-intoxicating in 
fact," mean 3 or 4 per cent 
beer, 
and Buckner’s declaration that beer 
and light wines should be permitted, 
prove both officers insufficiently sym­ 
pathetic with prohibition. 
The United Press is informed that 
thousands of persons over the coun­ 
try wrote President 
Coolidge 
and 
members of congress asking Andrews’ 
removal, after he had issued the ord­ 
er perm itting a sale of 3.75 per cent 
malt in drug stores. 
A prediction that Andrews’ testi­ 
mony means “his end” as prohibi­ 
tion chief was made by Representa­ 
tive Upshaw, democrat. Georgia, 
a 
noted reformer. 
The Anti-Saloon 
Legaue has declined a statem ent on 
his testimony until it can scrutinize 
the record closely. 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
set upon Buckner in the senate late 
yesterday, charging that 
some 
of 
Buckner’s 
utterances 
constituted 
"treason" and some of them would 
nullify the very charter under which 
we live."

use in the home, Hill asserted. 
All that is necessary to give beer 
and wine to the public is a simple 
amendment 
to 
the Volstead 
act, 
which congress could pass 
in

minutes, if it chose, the wet con­ 
gressman declared. 
“ If home made cider and wine con­ 
taining from 2.7 per cent to 11.68 
per cent of alcohol are not intoxi­ 
cating in fact and are legal, when 
made in the home, it is absurd to 
say that similar beverages are not 
equally legal and not intoxicating in 
fact if made and sold under govern­ 
ment supervision for consumption in 
the home or with meals in properly 
regulated hotels," Hill said. 
Hill pointed out that 
Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrews 
had cited interpretations of section 
29 of the prohibition act which de­ 
clared that householders could make 
for home consumption, ciders 
and 
fruit juices of one per cent or more 
of alcohol by volume but which ore 
not intoxicating in fact. 
He declared the ruling proved that 
beverages containing as 
much 
as 
11.68 per cent alcohol which are not 
intoxicating liquors are not prohib­ 
ited by the constitution. 
Senator Reed, democrat. Missouri, 
wet, protested he had no opportunity 
to finish his examination of Assist­ 
ant Secretary of the Treasury An 
drews and the dry czar was recalled 
to the stand. 
Reed produced a steam pressure 
cooker and asked Andrews if it could 
not be converted into a still with 
only a minor attachm ent. 
Andrews 
referred Reed to Dr. James M. Dom, 
his chief chemist, who told Reed his 
device could be easily turned into a 
still, but the whisky it would pro­ 
duce “ would be of very small alco­ 
holic content."

Beer, he suggested, could make a 
drinker hilarious, but wine would 
easily intoxicate. 
His chief, Andrews, in making his 
startling pronouncement 
yesterday 
at the senate beer hearings for gov­ 
e rn m en ta l^ regulated beer as an en­ 
forcement aid avoided dwelling spe­ 
cifically on the potency of beer and 
wine. 
“ You cannot have your cake and 
eat it too,” Jones said. 
"The returh 
of liquor would have a depressing 
effect on business and only brewers 
and distillers would prosper. 
"Prohibition has done the country 
more good than the average person 
realizes,” the director continued. “ In 
industrial cities the effects of 
Vol- 
steadism can be most readily notic­ 
ed. 
School teachers in every city 
report that pupils now are better fed 
and better clad than before prohibi­ 
tion. 
That is because money which 
had been previously spent on liquor 
Is now being spent on family com­ 
forts.

DEMPSEY GIVES SIDELIGHTS

New York, April 15.— Ja c k Dempsey, who has been tr y in g his t r u s ty rig h t 
h a n d in the a u th o r in g bu siness while it is out of acti o n a s a fighting tool, 
m a d e so m e in te re stin g o b se rv a tio n s in a re c e n t se r ie s telli ng w hy he h ad 
dissolved his b u sin ess p a r t n e r s h i p with J a c k K earn s. 
In a n u m b e r of insta nces it w a s a p p a r e n t that th e c h a m p i o n ha d f o r ­ 
g o tt e n t h a t on ly in fiction do facts not hav e to be followed or th a t he h a d 
been m isinfo rm ed o r had been u n u su a lly gullible to ru m o rs. 
D em psey said the one reason why he failed to k n o c k out T o m Gibbons 
in th a t m e m o ra b le Shelby fight w as that his life had been t h r e a te n e d a n d 
th a t he was in, such d a n g e r that he had to pa ck ins c o r n e r w ith g u n m e n . 
J a c k K e a r n s told that st ory when he r e t u r n e d to tile east fr o m M o n ­ 
tana a n d it w as not ta k e n serio usly be cause it is th e privilege of a m a n a g e r 
to st retell facts for a good alibi and it w a s a good s t o r y for th ose e a s t e r n e r s 
w ho thought th a t the far west w as inhabited with th e d e s c e n d a n t s of Sittin g 
Bull, J e s s e J a m e s an d Dead Eye Dick. 


Several e a ste rn writers, who had not been within a d a y ’s jo u r n e y of 
Shelby d u rin g the time of th e fight picked up th e s t o r y a n d c a rr ie d it a s th e 
inside facts of one of the m o st su r p ris in g up sets of m o d e r n pugilistic history. 
To th ose who w ere p rese n t d u r i n g th e hectic financial s c r a m b l e p re c e d ­ 
ing the fight, this story is silly, ridicu lous and a b so lu te ly false. 
D empse y, if 
he real ly believes it. mus t have tak en th e w ord of so m e i n f o r m e r who w a s 
g re a tly misinformed. 


D em psey was not as p o p u lar in M o n ta n a as w a s G ibbons b u t th e s e n t i ­ 
m e n t w a s not directed a g a in s t him personally. 
K e a rn s , by in sis tin g that th e 
c h a m p io n would have to get every ce nt he h ad been p ro m ise d b efo re he 
would fight, drew fire indi rect ly upon D em psey a n d if th e r e had been a n y 
r e a s o n s to believe that th e st ate would go g u n n in g to force the fight o r to 
p rotect Gibbons the slugs would h av e been directed a t the a n a to m y of K e a rn s. 
T h e w rite r was in Shelby for five weeks. 
D e m p se y w as in Shelb y o n ly a 
few h o u rs as he tr ain ed in Great Falls. 
K e a r n s m a d e only occ asi onal visits 
to Shelb y from his h e a d q u a r t e r s in Gre at Falls. 
As far as public display w a s concern ed th e r e w a s only one g u n in 
Shelby an d that s w u n g in th e ho lster of the to w n c o p w ho boasted that he 
never had to use it and he a lw a y s got his man. 
T here w e re no b u lging h ip s 
a d o rn i n g the p ers o n s of th e nati ves and the w e a th e r w a s such th a t a w eapon 
could not hav e been concealed. 


T h e r e were no d a n g e r o u s looking c h a r a c t e r s on th e stre e t or in th e arena 
the day of the fight. 
Most of th e police force a n d t h e detective staff of th e 
Gre at N o rth e r n ra ilro a d h a d been mobilized to pick out s t r a y crooks and 
they said they enjoyed a perfect vacation. 


D em psey made m u c h of a bottle that w as tossed in t o th e ring but it w a s 
directe d a t a p h o to g r a p h e r by an im p ati en t r in g sider w ho w a n te d to see 
th e fight sta rte d without m o r e long delays. 


The w riter knew eith er personally or by sight n early every holder of a 
seat w ithin six row s of the ringside and he know s that there w asn ’t a gun 
there for D em psey.
